One of the proposition* to be voted 
on in the coming city election is the 
ordinance to change Sikeston from a 
fourth clas- city to one of the 
third 
class.

persons

laws an* desirous of rrrtttnr inform« 
lion on the subject before casting 
< 
ballot 
next 
Tuesday, the following 
statement from City Attorney Roger 
A. Bailey may prove helpful: 
Under third and fourth class cities 
the tax levy of 50c on each $100 as­ 
sessed valuation 
is 
the same 
for 
general revenue purposes. 
There is no change in the tax levy 
There is no change in the statutory 
limit of bonded indebtedness. 
In a third class city, a majority of 
the voters can pass a bond issue to 
improve a certain street oi streets 
The city cannot 
under 
any circum­ 
stances, pay more than 50 per cent of 
the cost. 
The balance must be paid 
in the usual way by the adjacent pro­ 
perty owners. 
Otherwise, the law as applicable to 
paving, sewers and 
other 
improve­ 
ments is about the same in third and 
fourth class cities. 
A city of the third class can, by 
vote of the people, choose the Alter­ 
native or Commission form of govern­ 
ment. 
This means that in Sikeston 
we would elect a Mayor and two al­ 
dermen who would be responsible for 
all the business of the city and would 
appoint all other city officers and for 
cause could remove them. They would 
appoint ( ity Clerk, Assessor, Attor­ 
ney, Treasurer, 
Auditor, 
Engineer, 
Marshal and all other officers and as­ 
sistants if needed.

her as Mayor annually. 
The Board 
appoints a City Manager whose busi­ 
ness it is to take care of the admini­ 
strative side of the business of the 
city.

Experience e a r ­ 
ly directed instinct and intelligence 
dawned. 
Intellect urged man to eat 
what his forefathers ate. hut w ithin 
the last hundred years or so, e v e r y ­ 
thing. our 
food 
included, has been 
revolutionised. 
Our 
foods are 
now 
preserved, purified, polished, pickled, 
canned, extracted, distilled, 
concen­ 
trated, heated, dried, frozen, thaw ed, 
stored. 
How 
are 
we, particularly 
city people, to select w hat is good fo r 
us ? 
Our instinct is not what it was, and 
even if it had remained writh us, it is 
doubtful whether, with a choice 
o f 
food that is daily heconulhg more lim ­ 
ited for m any of us, amd with a su p ­ 
ply that undergoes so many chemical 
processes 
before 
we eat it, instinct 
would be a very reliable aid. 
W hat 
are w e to do?

day to day, 
that holds that our g a str o in te s tin a l 
troubles— our

Houck interests entered vigorou s ob­ 
jection to the plea o f creditors from 
Perry County that the upset or m ini­ 
mum price be removed, and in addi­ 
tion asked that no furth er action to­ 
ward selling the road he taken for 
six m onths, the Houck argum en t be­ 
ing thut som e portions of the 
line 


w ere now in more prosperous condi­ 
tion than for several years, and that 
if giv en an opportunity to recuper­ 
ate, a more sa tisfa cto ry sale could he 
effected . 
If sold to the h ig h est bid­ 
der,

It is approaching the time for an­ 
other spray, that of the cluster-bud 
spray for 
applies. 
This 
spray 
i- 
made when the apple flower buds be­ 
gin to separate and show their pink 
petals just before the blosoms open. 
The cluster bud spray is applied p ar­ 
ticularly for the control of such dis­ 
eases as apple scab, black rot, leaf 
spot and cedar rust. 
The insects to 
be controlled at that time are canker 
worms, tent caterpillar, eurculio and 
leaf crumplers. 
To make the proper spray mixture 
for cluster-bud spray, till the barrel 
or tank with water and add 1 'a gal­ 
lons 
of concentrated 
lime-sulphur 
solution to each fifty gallons of wa-j 
ter. 
The correct amount of arsenate 
of lead should be prepared in a sep-| 
arate vessel and mixed with water t<> 
make 
a 
thin 
paste. 
This amount 
should be one pound of powder to 50 
gallons of spray. 
Start the agitator 
running and slowly pom in the thin­ 
ned arsenate of lead paste. 
Any oth 
er information 
regarding 
spraying 
may be had upon request to the Coun­ 
ty Extension Agent.

The Purina Mills have 
nothing to gain by placing this situ­ 
ation before the farmers, other tnan 
the satisfaction of know ing that t lev 
have tried to prevent an over-produc­ 
tion which means loss to the farmer.

Recent Alpine tragedies serve as a 
reminder 
of 
the ever-present aval­ 
anche menace, which is the greatest 
of mountaineering perils. 
An avalanche may be the result fo 
the most trivial of causes. 
Even 
a 
whisper has been known to start one, 
and lives have been lost by a climber 
shouting to 
his 
companions 
when 
crossing a snow slope. 
One avalanche, which overwhelmed 
a number of sleighs in an Alpine pass 
some years ago, was attributed to the 
tinkle of the sleigh bells. 
Since that 
disaster the use of bells has been pro­ 
hibited on that route. 
Visitors to Switzerland are often 
curious as to the use of the little bar­ 
riers dotted on the mountain 
slopes. 
These are, in fact, avalanche break­ 
ers, without which traffic on many of 
the Alpine passes would be im possi­ 
ble for a great part of hte year. 
It 
would be useless 
to 
build one huge 
barrier across the foot of the track 
taken by the avalanche, for, once 
it 
has gained momentum, it sweeps all 
before it. 
The only hope is to break 
it before it can assume giant propor­ 
tions.—Answers, London.

The Envelope 
T 
HE envelope lu which a letter is 
enclosed should fit the letter com­ 
fortably. 
It should not oe »0 large as 
to look like a fifty-inch coat, on a 
man 
with 
a 
thlrty-fourdnch 
chest 
measure, nor should it fit so snugly aa 
to Induce bad words in the recipient 
when he try« to pry the letter out of 
it* covering. 
It should be of the same 
oolor and texture as the letter paper, 
a« If one were made for the other, as 
they should be. 
The matter of addressing an en­ 
velope seems really trilling, and one 
which ought not to require much at­ 
tention, but quite the contrary 1® true. 
Upon the envelope depends often the 
fete of the letter. 
The neatly, and 
correctly addressed envelope may very 
ea«lly 
dispose the reader favorably 
toward the writer of the letter, even 
before It Is opened, and while he Is 
holding It in his hand. 
The so-called 
trifling things of life are often the 
most far-reaching In their Influence, 
and effect. 
The address on an envelope should 
always occupy a little more than the 
lower half of the available space, Hnd 
•hould be placed toward the right end 
of that space. 
It will usually conniHt 
of three or four lines, Hnd these may 
be arrunged in one of two ways. 
The 
first of these is called the block meth­ 
od of arrangement. 
In this arrange­ 
ment the lines are placed one under 
the 
other 
without Indentation, and 
usually 
all 
punctuation, 
excepting 
such 
as 
Indicate® 
abbreviation, 
is 
omitted, although the regular method 
of punctuation may he used if It La 
desired. 
The illustration below Indi­ 
cates the method suggested.

The second method Is more com­ 
monly employed. 
In this, the first 
line of the address Is placed on or 
near the middle of the space Indicated 
for the address, and the succeeding 
lines are Indented evenly toward the 
right. 
The lines should not be In­ 
dented so far a» to give an unstable, 
top-heavy effect to tbe address, as If 
one were falling over the other. 
This 
address, also, may, or 
may 
not 
be 
punctuated, 
as 
the 
writer 
prefers. 
The tendency now seem s to be to omit 
punctuation.

<’hlcago, Illinois. 
Abbreviations !n an address may be 
used, but the fewer the better. 
The 
abbreviation Is the sign of haste, or 
carelessness, or laziness, and none of 
these qualities Is a desirable one to 
reveal. 
The address with few or no 
abbreviations looks 
better, and 
ap­ 
pearance counts for a good deal these 
days. 
Even business men are em ­ 
ploying abbreviations less and less. 
T he envelope should also bear the 
address of the writer of the letter. 
There is a growing practice, among 
women especially, In their social cor­ 
respondence to have this return ad­ 
dress printed, or written, or engraved 
upon tb 
dap of the envelope, so that 
It Is not seen until the envelope is 
turned over. 
This position of the re­ 
turn address Is chosen, perhaps, be­ 
cause It gives the 
envelope a 
less 
businesslike appearance than It would 
have If the address were placed upon 
the front of the envelope. 
The ordinary position for the ad­ 
dress of the writer of the letter Is 
the upper left-hand corner of the en­ 
velope. 
Such an address Insures the 
return of the letter within a few days, 
should It not be possible to deliver 
tt to the one to whom It Is addressed, 
and «hould be on all letters. 
Many 
people, 
women 
more often 
than men, I believe, In writing a let­ 
ter do not give any accurate address 
In the body of the letter, but expect 
the recipient of the letter to get the 
address from the envelope. 
Few men 
who receive a large dally mall, open 
their own letters, and so do not see 
the envelopes In which 
they 
came. 
This morning, for instance, when I 
came to dictate my letters, I found 
one 
from 
Walter Dawson. 
Walter 
lives in Chicago, and knows that I 
know that he does. 
H is letter, how­ 
ever, did not Indicate the exact loca­ 
tion of his residence In that village, 
nor, after the clerk In my office had 
overturned 
the 
waste 
basket,

gone through its contents In search of 
the envelope in which Walter’s letter 
had come, did we find that he had 
given his street number on the en­ 
velope. 
After looking up some pre­ 
vious correspondence his address was 
discovered, however, and I could go 
on with the business. 
It would have 
been useless to have addressed a let­ 
ter 
to 
“Walter 
Dawson, 
Chicago, 
Illinois,” for though W alter is a bright 
boy, he Is not well enough known in 
hie home town for a letter to reach 
him unless It bears a street address, 
aud a good many other people are like 
him. 
It is not enough for a return 
address to be on the envelope only; 
there should be one In the body of 
the letter.

There are bees, grasshoppers and 
bee moths in the human race. 
Lucki­ 
ly the bees greatly predominate. The 
world could not support its present 
human population if very many were 
grasshoppers

moths. 
But 
there are certain classes that have 
grasshopper ways. 
Many such 
are 
itinerants. 
The Unrestrained Itinerant 
Eads 
Howe, the 
million«re bum, 
whom I once met, liked the irres- 
spo risibility of the h<fbo. 
On a train 
going out of 
St. Louis I found himj 
peacefully snoring in a pile of 
old ( 
wrappings. 
Unlike the well-dressed 
man of St. Louis he was the shoddily- 
hobo. 
He 
was 
dressed, 
prideless 
away from home! 
Old A-l, the hobo who claimed 
to; 
have traveled enough to encircle 
the 
globe 20 times without paying for it, 


was the 
m aster 
itinerant. 
A 
few 
years back there was hardly a freight 
train in this country 
that 
did not 
have 
his 
flippant mark on it, and 
many in foreign lands. 
An old 
friend of A-l told me, “I 
never knowed of him working a day 
in his life. 
He’d give the woman the 
horse-laugh who askt him to work for 
a hand-out’’. 
“ Where did he get such things 
as 
clothes,” I asked. 
“HumpI 
Where 
do 
you reckon? 
Beg, borow or steal like 
us 
other 
knights of the road”, 
he 
answered 
defiantely. 
Indeed! 
Picture with me, a knight 
breaking into your merchant’s boxes. 
See him breaking the seal of a 
re­ 
frigerated car of orange» or grapes, 
stealing some and starting the 
re­ 
mainder on the road to spoilage. See 
a creeping, begging, slinking hound 
disdainful of the opinion of fellow- 
man, fearless 
of reputation, utterly 
lacking in self-respect and contemp­ 
tuous of the lwa. 
There’s the psy­ 
chology of the pure itinerant. 
The Itinerant Farm Tenant 
Cynicism is a destructive disease. 
The man who sees the bad of things 
and condemns them without looking 
at the good is an archangel of dis­ 
cord, an enemy of progress. 
No condemnation of the three great 
classes—preachers, teachers and farm 
tenants, is meant, but 
what 
of 
the 
sometime evils of itineracy in 
these 
groups ? 
Down 
on my 
farm 
in Stoddard 
County, I had two tenants last year. 
One is a sticker, the other was an 
itinerant. 
In talking to a score of 
planters from Arkansas and Missis­ 
sippi I find that this get-you-in-the- 
hole-and-jump-the-crop contriver 
is 
one of a breed that plagues the old 
cotton sections. 
“I had my eye-teeth cut to the tune 
of several hundred (or thousands) of 
dollars in furnishing crop-share rent­ 
ers. 
Believe me, I am mighty care­ 
ful with them ”, is a common saying 
among cotton landowners. 
But they out-wit the best of over­ 
seers. 
Honest crop share renters are 
fin.e 
but 
this 
fly-by-night bird of 
prey is almost as bad a disease to the 
snowy 
cotton 
country-side as 
the 
boll wevil. 
In many cases in 
the 
pagt he may have been the direct re­ 
sult of 
a bad 
system, 
but that is 
neither here nor there. 
Comme toujours, Ben Spurlin said 
he had tools, stock and money when 
he moved on my farm. 
Soon it de­ 
veloped 
th at 
relatives 
had moved 
away with his tolls, his reserve feed 
had been 
misappropriated 
and 
he 
could not get the money 
owed him. 
According to his tales, I came to find 
out that he could do most anything, 
had done great things and was going 
to do still greater. 
He belonged to 
that deprayed human group who, if a 
lie or the tru th will do equally 
as 
well, prefer the lie. 
During the spring, he worked dil­ 
igently getting his cotton crop plant­ 
ed. 
But it was all part of a game, 
inveigling me 
to “furnishin him ”, he 
planted a good garden of early veg­ 
etables and made a good s ta rt with 
my chickens and hogs. 
Then when 
the irksome chopping 
season came 
on, he seemed to have a change 
of 
heart. 
A forerunner of what 
was 
to happen appeared in his insatiable 
love of an eight mile trip to 
town 
through such mud 
that 
two teams 
were emaciated. 
Such 
a share-crop 
renter is one

teams and feed, seed and tools, and

In June, I was called away, just as 
he wished. 
He took the money I left 
him for cotton choppers, induced the 
merchants with whom I had given 
him limited credit to fa r exceed that 
limit, and moved off, taking 
every­ 
thing movable, with him, even 
the 
chickens and many tools. 
A fter a month, I returned to 
find 
the land grown up in cockleburs. He 
had burnt part of the barn for fuel 
though forty acres of timber was just 
a 
stone’s 
throw 
from 
the house. 
Things about the place 
he did 
not 
want he gave away. 
The gates were 
open and the livestock had wandered 
off. 
He is but an example of 10,000 oth­ 
ers. 
Imagine a beast so low as to bite 
the hand that feeds it, that betrays 
one who has given or loaned means 
and money, causes heavy losses, and 
then steals in addition. 
It is amusing to a cotton planter 
to read the academic theses of north­ 


ern college men on the bad treatment 
accorded these renters by theplant- 
ers. 
Contrast John Anderson, who asks 
no help except in extreme emergency. 
Who is accumulating stock and other 
forms of wealth. 
He expects to stay 
on indefinitely where he is. 
Instead 
of robbing the land, he tries to 
im­ 
prove it quite as if it were his own. 
The buildings and fences are looked 
after. 
The family takes pride in bet­ 
tering the home, planting trees and 
flowers. 
Each year the part of the 
l'arm he has, grows better instead of 
worse. 
The old gentleman has built 
gates, dug ditches, pulled stumps and 
done innumerable other helpful things 
of his own accord, but he has not lost 
by doing so, nor will he ever lose. 
It is with a sad certainty borne of 
this season’s disappointments that I

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FIRM BUREAU NEWS 


Before planting your sw eet pota­ 
to beds it is a good idea to 
follow a 
few of the principals whcih have been 
worked out by the leading sw eet po­ 
tato men of the country. 
Many dis­ 
eases are carried over each year in 
the seed potaoes. 
Many of these can 
be eliminated if selection and dipping 
is followed. 
All potatoes decayed or 
rotten should be thrown away. T reat­ 
ing in a solution of corrosive sublim ­ 
ate will kill any disease germs which 
may be on the surface of sound pota­ 
toes. 
This treatm ent is not expen­ 
sive and requires no special equip­ 
ment. 
In a glass jar of hot water dissolve 
two ounces of 
corrosive 
sublim ate 
(bichloride 
of 
m ercury), 
costing 
about 15 cents an ounce and pour this 
into 16 gallons of water in a wooden 
tub or barrel. 
M etal containers m ust 
not be used as the solution would be 
weakened and the metal ruined. Tlirn 
amount of solution is sufficient 
for 
treating one bushel at a time which 
can be conveniently 
handled in 
a 
bushel b ask et.' The 
sweet potatoes 
must be soaked in the solution ten 
m inutes and m ay then be bedded wet 
or may be dried first. 
A fter t r e a t­ 
ing 8 or 10 bushels in the solution a 
fresh mixture should be prepared and 
the old should be emptied where 
no 
stock can drink it. 
By treating and bedding early 
in 
April, using a hot-bed the first pull­ 
ing of plants or slips will be ready 
for setting in the field early in May. 
To prevent loss from all sweet po­ 
tato diseases, including black rot and 


stem rot, and to make the field elig­ 
ible for inspection and the approved 
seed sw eet potato list of the E xten­ 
sion Service of the M issouri College 
of A griculture, 
the follow ing rules 
should be followed: 
1— Used 
approved 
or 
certified 
sw eet potatoes. 
2— Treat the seed sw eets as 
de­ 
scribed above. 
3— D isinfect old hot-bed fram es by 
w etting with a solution of one pound 
copper sulphate to 20 gallons of wa­ 
ter. 
Or the seed treating 
solution 
may also be used for this work. 
4— U se only sand or soil in the hot­ 
bed which has 
never 
before grown 
sw eet potatoes. 
6— Plant only on land not in sw eet 
potatoes for two years or more. 
Disinfect storage houses, crates and 
bins by w etting with the copper sul­ 
phate solution. 
7— U se care in harvesting, hand­ 
ling and storing the crop. 
Sort pota­ 
toes in the field and store sound eat­ 
ing stock, seed stock and cut 
and 
bruised potatoes separately.

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SEEKS UNDERGROUND FOR LOST 
LIBRARY OF MUSCOVITE CZARS 


The news that excavations for b u r­ 
ied treasures have been started in the 
bowels of Moscow’s Acropolis, better 
known as the Kremlin, is rich in its 
suggestion of m ystery and romance. 


W hat the searchers are after p ri­ 
m arily appears to be the long lost li­ 
b rary of the Muscovite czars, 
f r e ­ 
quently ,if inaccurately, referred to 
its the library of Ivan the Terrible. 
That a collection of priceless m a n ­ 
uscripts, mostly in Greek, was once 
j 11 the possession 
of 
the 
rulers of 
Muscovy is both possible and plausi­ 
ble. 
The question of w hether it su r­ 
vived the tw enty-three conflagrations 
that racked the 
Kremlin 
from tlje 
fourteenth to the sixteenth century 
lias been raised several times in the 
last hundred years, and now at last 
pick and shovel have been summoned 
to unearth what evidence they can. 


The earliest reference to these le- 
s end haunted parchm ents occurs in a 
i rief lift of Maximus the Greek, 
a 
Byzantine monk from Mount Athos, 
learned both in his own tongue 
and 
that of the Slavs, who went to M o s ­ 
cow early in the sixteenth century in 
answer to the summ ons of the 
g reat 
t rince. 
He was called thither for the 
express purpose of translating Holy 
W rit from the original Greek into 
the Russian language. 
M aximus’ biographer relates that 
in the fourteenth year of his happy 
reiga (1519) Basil II, fath er of Ivan 
the Terrible, m ustered the treasures 
accumulated by him and his forebear- 
and found in certain store cham bers 
“countless num bers of Greek books’’ 
unintelligible to his people. 
Forthwith he called on the P a tri­ 
arch of Constantinople for a scholar 
tu undertake the translating of thesi 
m anuscripts into the Slavic 
tongue 
r he Patriarch chose 
to 
send “ the 
blessed M axim us”. 
This w’orthy had 
no sooner a rived than he was taken 
by Basil himself into the repository 
of the parchments. 
The monk, says 
the narrative was full of am azem ent 


jno less a t the size of the collection 
11 han at its value. 
“ Even in Greece' , 
{lie exclaimed, “ it was not vouchsafed 
to me to behold such a m ultitude of 
i books". 
| 
Half a century passed before 
we 
hear of this 
rem arkable 
collection | 
again. 
This time our inform ant is a j 
certain Niestedt, 
a Livonian 
m er­ 
chant, who was also a chronicler. 
In 
1665 certain German inhabitants of j 
Dorpat, which had been taken by I v ­ 
an the Terrible in the Livonian war, 
were forced to em igrate fu rth er in­ 
land. 
A m ong them was Johann Wet- 
term ann, a devoted p a s to r who fol- 
* lowed his flock into exile. 
His rep u ­ 
tation as a scholar preceded him, and 
I when he reached Moscow he w as re- 
■ quested, together with three of his 
* com patriots, to appear in the K rem ­ 
lin, 
The four men from D orpat 
were 
m et there by three officials, one 
of 
whom was connected with the tre a s­ 
ury. 
The 
latter 
unlocked the two 
(some versions say three) su b terran ­ 
ean vaults containing m anuscripts in 
Hebrew, Greek and Latin, which the 
Muscovite czars had received from 
the P atriarc h of Constantinople. The 
library had not 
been 
disturbed for 
more than a hundred years. 
Some 
books w ere produced and handed for 
exam ination to W etterm ann. Among 
them the pastor found several that 
were known to western scholars 
by 
name, but which they did not poss­ 
ess, since, like the library of Ptolemy, 
these had suffered destruction 
thru 
wars and other causes. 
“ P astor W etterm ann declared" the 
chronicle reads, “that poor as he was, 
he would gladly surrender all that he 
had. and his very children, if only 
the books could be placed in Protest­ 
ant universities, 
for 
in his opinion 
these w orks would be of great serv­ 
ice to C hristianity.” 


The good W etterm ann was offered 
the opportunity previously afforded 
Maximus, of translating certain

these m anuscripts into Russian. But 
he did not 
avail 
him self of it. 
He 
foresaw th a t it would mean giving 
up his pastorate, and indeed every­ 
thing else, to the task. 
Inasm uch as 
Ivan’s officials 
realized 
that 
they, 
too, would have to devote an uncom­ 
fortable am ount of tim e to the busi­ 
ness, they did not urge it upon 
the 
pastor, and represented to their m as­ 
ter th a t the German was really not 
up to the job. 
The chronicler con­ 
cludes his story with the statem en t 
th a t the books were “ terribly d u sty ” 
and th at, since negotiations fell thru, 
they were again sealed in the vaults 
under triple locks. 
W hat was the nature of these c a re­ 
fully guarded parchm ents? 
A puz­ 
zling document discover«! more than 
a hundred 
years 
ago by Professor 
Dabelov in the course of his research 
in the history of Baltic law, fu rn ish ­ 
es som ething of « n answ er to 
this 
query. 
The paper isan 
anonym ous, 
undated statem ent w ritten in a 
low 
G erm an 
dialect, 
presum ably by 
a 
D orpat pastor, perhaps Johann We*- 
term an n himself, who seem s to 1 uve 
exam ined the 
m anuscripts 
of 
the 
Muscovite czars. 
It opens with 
the 
question. “ How 
m any 
m anuscripts 
from the orient did the czar poss­ 
es.-?’’ 
The answ er given is,“ Eight 
bundled in all, p artly 
acquired 
by 
purchase, partly received as a gift. 
Most of them are in Greek, but there 
are also m any in L atin ”. 


Then follows an incomplete 
and 
perfuuctory list of the authors re p ­ 
resented in the 
collection. 
Some 
of 
the nam es, such as Cicero, Suetonius, 
T acitus and Polybius are fam iliar, but 
there are also nam es and titles not 
known 
to 
classicul 
scholarship. 
“ Among the Latin docum ents I have 
seen,” w rites the m ysterious cata lo g ­ 
uer, “ there are Livy’s history, which 
I had to translate". 


One is teased by the notion 
that 
hero may be some of the lost books 
of Livy, the rum or of whose discovery 
periodically 
sets 
the 
world agog. 
Speaking of the Latin works, the G er­ 
man w rites: 
“These m anuscripts are 
w rite s 
upon 
fine 
parchm ent, and, 
moreover, they are hound in covers 
of gold”. 


“The czar also told m e” the docu­ 
m ent reads, “ that he received these 
m anuscripts from the em peror him ­ 
self and th a t 
he 
wished 
to have a 
translation 
of 
them made, a task 
which I was not, however, able to a c­ 
complish." 
Tho em peror referred to here 
is 
most likely the Byzantine monarch. 
Indeed, alm ost every rum or concern­ 
ing the sealed library connects it 
in 
some way with Constantinople. 
T o­ 
ward the end of the sixteenth century 
Rome rang with the report that the 
Kremlin w’as in possession of preci­ 
ous Greek books. 
The story ran th a t 
E m peror John of B yzantium had sent 
them there 
to 
save them from 
the 
T urks on the eve of the fall of Con­ 
stantinople in 1453. 
Accordingly, when a Polish dele­ 
gation, headed by the fam ous Leo Sa- 
pieha, traveled from W arsaw to Mos­ 
cow 
in 
1600 
to congratulate C zar 
Boris Gudonov on his ascension 
to 
the 
throne, 
Cardinal 
San Giorgio 
commissioned a man 
of 
his own, 
a 
shrewd Greek, to join Sapicha’s com ­ 
pany and inquire into the m atter of 
the fabled parchm ents. 
The 
Greek, 
however, fared ill in Moscow and re 
ported to the cardinal 
th a t 
nothing 
was to be found. 
Thus legend places the original of 
the libray of the Moscow czars 
in 
the mid-fifteenth 
century. 
That 
it 
should be identified with the name of 
Ivan the Terrible is not surprising, 
because this brutal au to crat 
had 
a 
bookish streak in his stran g e complex 
character. 
His contem poraries spoke 
of him as “ a rhetorician of lettered 
cunning”, and he was ap t at quoting 
chapter and verse when he argued on 
theological subjects, as he liked to do, 
especially afte r dinner when he was 
full of m eat and drink. 
The terrible czar w as a barbaric 
Nero. 
With his own hounds he slew 
the patriach and killed his own son. 
And yet this same m an w as at pains 
to establish the first printing press 
in Moscow, and it was in his reign 
that the first 
Russian book in 
the 
Church Slavonic tongue, which 
wa-s 
the literary language of the country 
¡until P eter the G re at’s time, ap p ear­ 
ed in printi n 1564. 
Zabelin, the 
foremost 
nineteenth 
century authority on the archaeology 
of Moscow, believed that the precious 
volumes were immured in the s u b te r­ 
ranean store 
room built 
under the 
Cathedral of the Annunciation in the 
Kremlin, a stone’s throw from 
the 
residence of Ivan the Terrible, under­ 
ground 
passages 
connecting 
these 
store rooms with the palace. 
This sam e scholar later brought to 
light a document which indicates the 
vaults of the Kremlin m ay yet yield 
astounding finds. 
This document is a 
petition addressed to P eter the Great 
in 
December, 
1724, 
by the form er 
bell-ringer of the Church of John the 
Baptist is Moscow, 
Konon Ossipov. 
In quaint phraseology the petitioner 
inform s 
the 
czar 
that “ there is in 
Moscow under the Krem lin a secret 
vault, and in that vault there are two 
cham bers

are we to do? 
There is a considerable body

To make the proper spray mixture 
for cluster-bud spray, fill the barrel

solution to each fifty gallons of wa­ 
ter. 
The correct amount of arsenate 
of lead should be prepared in a sep­ 
arate vessel and mixe«l with water t<*

The Envelope 
T 
HE envelope in which a letter la 
enclosed should fit the letter com­ 
fortably. It ahoold not oe ao large as 
to look like a Aftj-incb coat, on a 
man 
with 
a 
thlrty-fouMnch 
cheat 
measure, nor should It fit so snugly aa 
to Induce bad words In the recipient 
when he trya to pry the letter out of 
it« covering. It ahoald be of the same 
oolor and texture aa the letter paper, 
as If o m were made for the other, aa 
tfefe should be. 
The matter of addreeetng an en­ 
velope seems raally trifling, and one 
which ofight not to require much at­ 
tention, bat quite the contrary is true. 
Upon the envelope depends often the 
fete of the letter. 
The neatly, and 
correctly addressed envelope may very 
«sally dispose the reader favorably 
toward the writer of the letter, even 
before It Is opened, and while he la 
bolding It In hie band. 
The so-called 
trifling things of Ufa are often the 
most far-reaching In their influence, 
and effect. 
The address on an envelope should 
always occupy a little more than the 
lower half of the available space, Hnd 
abould he placed toward the right end 
of that space. 
It will usually consist 
of three or four lines, and them* may 
be arranged In one of two ways. The 
first of these la called the block meth­ 
od of arrangement. 
In this arrange­ 
ment the lines are placed one under 
the other 
without Indentation, and 
usually 
all 
punctuation, 
excepting 
such 
as 
Indicate* 
abbreviation, 
is 
omitted, although the regular method 
of punctuation may he used if It la 
dealred. 
The Illustration below Indi­ 
cates the method suggested.

The second method is more com­ 
monly employed. 
In this, the flrat 
line of the address is placed *on or 
near the middle of tha apace Indicated 
for the address, and the succeeding 
lines are Indented evenly toward the 
right. 
The lines should not be In­ 
dented so far as to give an unstable, 
top-heavy effect to tb« address, as If 
one ware falling over the other. This 
address, also, may, or may not ba 
punctuated, 
aa the writer prefer«. 
The tendency now seems to be to omit 
punctuation. 
Mr*. George Francis Brown, 
287 Lake Lawn Avenue, 
«’hlcago. Illinois. 
Abbreviations In an address may be 
uaed. but the fewer the better. 
The 
abbreviation Is the sign of haste, or 
carelessness, or laziness, and none of 
theee qualities Is h desirable one to 
reveal. 
The address with few or no 
abbreviations looks better, and ap­ 
pearance counts for a good deal these 
days. 
Even business men are em­ 
ploying abbreviations less and lesa. 
The envelope should also bear the 
address of the writer of the letter. 
There Is a growing practice, among 
women especially, In their social cor­ 
respondence to have this return ad­ 
dress printed, or written, or engraved 
upon tli 
dap of the envelope, so that 
it la not seen until the envelope is 
turned over. 
This position of the re­ 
turn address Is chosen, perhaps, be­ 
cause It gives the envelope a less 
businesslike appearance than It would 
have If the address were placed upon 
the front of the envelo{>e. 
The ordinary position for the ad­ 
dress of the writer of the letter la 
the upper left-hand corner of the en­ 
velope. 
Such an address Insures the 
return of the letter within a few days, 
abould it not be possible to deliver 
It to the one to whom It Is addressed, 
and should be on all letters. 
Many people, women more often 
than men, I believe, In writing a let­ 
ter do not give any accurate address 
In the body of the letter, but expect 
the recipient of the letter to get the 
address from the envelope. Few men 
who receive a large dally mall, open 
their own letters, and so do not see 
the envelopes in which they came. 
This morning, for Instance, when I 
came to dictate my letters, I found 
one from Walter Dawson. 
Walter 
lives In Chicago, and knows that 7 
know that he does. 
Hla letter, how­ 
ever, did not Indicate the exact loca­ 
tion of his residence In that village, 
nor, after the clerk in my office had 
overturned the 
waste basket, 
and 
gone through Its contents in search of 
the envelope In which W alter’s letter 
had come, did we find that he had 
given his street number on the en­ 
velope. 
After looking up some pre­ 
vious correspondence his address was 
discovered, however, and I could go 
on with the business. 
It would have 
been useless to have addressed a let­ 
ter 
to 
“Walter 
Dawson, 
Chicago, 
Illinois,” for though Walter la a bright 
boy, he is not well enough known In 
hla home town for a letter to reach 
him unless It beara a street address, 
and a good many other people are like 
him. 
It is not enough for a return 
address to be on tha envelope only; 
there should be one in the body of 
the letter.

The Itinerant Farm Tenant 
Cynicism is a destructive disease. 
The man who sees the bad of things 
and condemns them without looking 
at the good is an archangel of dis­ 
cord, an enemy of progress. 
No condemnation of the three great 
classes—preachers, teachers and farm 
tenants, is meant, but what of the 
sometime evils of itineracy in 
these 
groups ? 
Down 
on my 
farm 
in Stoddard 
County, I had two tenants last year. 
One is a sticker, the other was an 
itinerant. 
In talking to a score of 
planters from Arkansas and Missis 
sippi I find that this get-you-in-the 
hole-and-jump-the-crop contriver 
is 
one of a breed that plagues the old 
cotton sections. 
I had my eye-teeth cut to the tune 
of several hundred (or thousands) of 
dollars in furnishing crop-share rent­ 
ers. 
Believe me, I am mighty care­ 
ful with them”, is a common saying 
among cotton landowners. 
But they out-wit the best of over 
seers. 
Honest crop share renters are 
fin,e 
but 
this 
fly-by-night bird of 
prey is almost as bad a disease to the 
snowy 
cotton 
country-side as 
the 
boll wevil. 
In many cases in 
the 
past he may have been the direct re­

no sooner arived than he was taken 
by Basil himself into the repository 
< f the parchments. 
The monk, says 
the narrative was full of amazement 


tin. 
The four men from Dorpnt

unlocked the two 
(some versions say three) subterran­ 
ean vaults containing manuscripts in 
Hebrew, Greek and Latin, which the 
Muscovite czars had received from 
the Patriarch of Constantinople.

What was the nature of these enre- 
fully guarded parchments? 
A puz­ 
zling document discovered more than 
a hundred 
years 
ago by Professor 
Dabelov in the course of his research 
in the history of Baltic law, furnish­ 
es something of .*n answer to 
this 
query. 
The paper isan 
anonymous, 
undated statement written in a 
low 
German 
dialect, 
presumably by 
a 
Dorpat pastor, perhaps Johann Wet- 
termann himself, who seems to 1 uve 
examined the 
manuscripts 
of 
the 
Muscovite czars. 
It opens with 
the 
question. "How 
many 
manuscripts 
from the orient did the czar poss 
ess?" 
The answer given is,"Eight 
hundred in nil, partly 
acquired 
by 
purchase, partly received as a gift. 
Most of them are in Greek, but there 
are also many in Latin”. 
Then follows an incomplete 
and 
perfuuctory list of the authors rep­ 
resented in the collection. Some of 
the names, such as Cicero, Suetonius 
Tacitus and Polybius are familiar, but 
there are also names and titles not 
known 
to 
classical 
scholarship 
"Among the Latin documents I have 
seen," writes the mysterious catalog 
uer, “there are Livy’s history, which 
I had to translate". 
One is teased by the notion 
that 
here may be some of the lost book 
of Livy, the rumor of whose discovery 
periodically 
sets 
the 
world agog 
Speaking of the I .at in works, the Ger 
man writes: 
"These manuscripts are 
writen 
upon 
fine 
parchment, and 
moreover, they are bound in covers 
of gold". 
"The czur also told me" the docu 
ment reads, "that he received these 
manuscripts from the emperor him 
self and that 
he 
wished 
to have a 
translation 
of 
them made, a task 
which I was not, however, able to ac 
complish." 
The emperor referred to here 
most likely the Byzantine monarch 
Indeed, almost every rumor concern 
ing the sealed library connects it 
some way with Constantinople. 
To 
ward the end of the sixteenth century 
Rome rang with the report that the 
Kremlin was in possession of preci 
ous Greek books. 
The story ran that 
Emperor John of Byzantium had sent 
them there 
to 
save them from 
the 
Turks on the eve of the fall of Con 
stantinople in 1453. 
Accordingly, when a Polish dele 
gation, headed by the famous Leo Sa 
pieha, traveled from Warsaw to Mos 
cow 
in 
1600 
to congratulate Czar 
Boris Gudonov on his ascension 
to 
the 
throne, 
Cardinal 
San Giorgio 
commissioned a man 
of his own, a 
shrewd Greek, to join Sapicha’s com­ 
pany and inquire into the matter of 
the fabled parchments. 
The 
Greek, 
however, fared ill in Moscow and re­ 
ported to the cardinal 
that 
nothing 
was to be found. 
Thus legend places the original of 
the libray of the Moscow czars 
in 
the mid-fifteenth 
century. 
That 
it 
should be identified with the name of 
Ivan the Terrible is not surprising, 
because this brutal autocrat 
had 
a 
bookish streak in his strange complex 
character. 
His contemporaries spoke 
of him as “a rhetorician of lettered 
cunning”, and he was apt at quoting 
ehapter and verse when he argued on 
theological subjects, as he liked to do, 
especially after dinner when he was 
full of meat and drink. 
The terrible czar was a barbaric 
Nero. 
With his own hounds he slew 
the patriach and killed his own son. 
And yet this same man was at pains 
to establish the first printing press 
in Moscow, and it was in his reign 
that the first 
Russian book in 
the 
Church Slavonic tongue, which 
was 
the literary language of the country 
until Peter the Great’s time, appear­ 
ed in printi n 1564. 
Zabelin, the 
foremost 
nineteenth 
century authority on the archaeology 
of Moscow, believed that the precious 
volumes were immured in the subter­ 
ranean store 
room built 
under the 
Cathedral of the Annunciation in the 
Kremlin, a stone’s throw from 
the 
residence of Ivan the Terrible, under­ 
ground 
passages 
connecting 
these 
store rooms with the palace. 
This same scholar later brought to 
light a document which indicates the 
vaults of the Kremlin may yet yield 
astounding finds. This document is a 
petition addressed to Peter the Great 
in 
December, 
1724, 
by the former 
bell-ringer of the Church of John the 
Baptist is Moscow, 
Konon Ossipov. 
In quaint phraseology the petitioner 
informs 
the 
czar that “there is in 
Moscow under the Kremlin a secret 
vault, and in that vault there are two

amine this carefully”, with the result 
that a- early as December 14 the bell 
ringer was ready to start digging.

The 
man 
who 
is conducting the 
present excavations in the 
Kremlin, 
Prof. Ignatius Stelttzki, is on 
the 
look-out for othei finds besides 
the 
library and the archives of Ivan. He 
thinks that the Moscow Acropolis, 
and for that matter most of the city, 
is honeycombed 
with 
secret under­ 
ground passages and chambers. These 
subterranean vaults and corridors, de­ 
signed to serve variously as burial 
chambers, arsenals, safes and hiding 
plates, were built by the Italian a r­ 
chitects whom the princes of Muscovy 
employed to erect the walls, churches 
and palaces of the Kremlin. 
Some of 
the passageways ltd in the direction 
of the Moscow River; others connect­ 
ed the Kremlin palaces with princely 
residences in the city proper. 
1 he excavation necessitated by the 
construction of Lenine’s 
mausoleum 
led to a puzzling discovery. 
Lenine 
is buried in the shadow of the Krem­ 
lin wall. 
It was found that the
